NOT A SULCIDE., 


Additional Faets Concerning the Death of 
Mr. John H. Bailey. 

When the Atlanta friends and acquaint- 
ances of Mr. John H. Bailey were informed 
that he had committed suicide in Little R 
Ark., they were unable to credit the report, 
and confidently waited for further particulars 
to confirm their opinion that Mr. Bailey’sdeath 
was the result of accident or natural causeés. 

This beliefturns outto be well founded. 
The Little Rock Gazette, in its aceount 
of the sad occurrence, pays deceased 
a high tribute; states that his book, ‘‘Phe 
Factors of Crvilization’ had received »much 
favorabie criticism, and that the author was a 
man of brilliant intellect and admirable char- 
acter. It appearsihat early last. week Mr. 
Bailey made arrangemenjs to go to house- 
keeping in Little Rock. He. inserted an ad- 
vertisement in the Gazetie for rooms, secured 
them, wrote to his wife im Atlanta 
to make her preparations for joining 
him, end finally iclegraphed her 
to come Oh. Ile laid out 

leans for the future, and expressed 
the utmost pleasure at the idea of making his 
headquarters at Little Reek, and of having his 
wife there, surrounded by their mutual friends. 
In the midst of these pleasant plans and prep- 
arations, the Gazette states that while Mr. 
Bailey,was under the influence of stimulants he 
took chloroform to quiet his nerves, as he 
exid to those around him. Unfortunately he 
took an overdose, and in spite of the best 
attention died ina short time. Those who 
were acquainted with the circumstances of 
his death expressed the most positive convic- 
tion that the everdese was purely uniniention- 
al. Letters received in this city from some of 
the most prominent citizens of Little Rock 
fully sustain this view of the case. 
indeed, it is - the only reason - 
ble view that can be taken. The writers of 
the letters referred to speak of the interest Mr. 
Bailey manifested in making every arrange 
ment for his wife’s comfort, and of his evident 
joy atthe prespect of having her again with 
him. He was favorably situated, having re- 
cently secured a fine position with a large St. 
Louis house with which he had been con- 
nected in former years. He had sever!
